The scene in the Benate yesterday is de-

THE CITY CERTIFICATES CASE. 

The decision of Judge McA.uimersR, con- 
curred in by the other four Circuit Judges 
will meet with general acceptance, as a clear 
exposition of the law in relation to city cer- 
tificates. It first disposes of the blunder of 
all that class of lawyers who contended that 
the prohibitions of the Constitution were ap- 
plicable only to debts in the form of bonds. 

He also disposes of the provisions of the 
charter of 1865, as amended by the act of 
1869, under which these certificates profes- 
sedly are issued, by holding that they are 
modified to the extent of being nullified by 
the new charter; and that the Legislature

MICHIGAN FRUIT-REGION, 
Special Correspondence of Ihe Catcage . 

GnaN D Haven, Micb., April 22.—A careful re- 
view of the prospects for the coming season in- 
dicate that there will be a fair crop of peaches, 
and a full crop of grapes and small fruit. Fruit- 
growers here have recovered their usual hope- 
fulness, and the tree-planting spirit is abroad in 
the land. In fact, every one is planting 2 
vines. or berries. Some 15,000 peach- trees wil 
be planted at Spring Lake and vicinity; and at 
Peach Plains, Ferrysbury, and other suburban 
points, plant 10,000 more. There will also be 
several thousand apple. cherry, and pium trees 
—— — and u large quantity of raspberries, 

lackberries, strawberries, grapes, etc. To 
show the fertility of our apparently barren 
land, I need only mention the fact 
that, two years ago, Mr. Martin Walsh, of Spring 
Lake, picked from 1,500 vines 20 tons and 500 
pounds of Concord grapes.

Yesterday was a season of general weakness in prod- 
uce circles, With few exceptions, and none of them 
in the leading markets, there was a decline ail round, 
in provisions and grain, It is often the case that hog 
products and breadstu fis move in opposite directions ; 
but both were agreed yesterday, and the decline was 
unusually extensive, Property was literally ‘‘ thrown ”’ 
-right and left under a wide-spread desire to get rid of 
it, and prices suffered m consequence, For 
some oof this nervous abandon there was 
an evident reason—for the rest. nothing but 
sympathy with the ieeding marke. There was 
more doing for shipment, but chiefly by rail. The 
early news from the Straits indicated little change in 
the situation there, and the present low rates of rail- 
freights attracted operators who wanted to get the 
grain through. Hence lake freights were very dull. 
though shippers were moderately active, some buying 
quite largely. The weather was fine and warm early, 
but later there were premonitions of a storm, which 
had some ittle influence in preventing a further de- 
cline, There was 8 good deal of nervowsness early iu 
regard to failures, many thinking it probable that the 
extensive shrinkage in prices would force several to 
ask for terms. But in this they were agreeably disap- 
pointed, Ivo or three cases were reported of parties 
who would probably be unable to fuläll their engage- 
ments, but one of them was hinted on last Tuesday as 
more than probabie, and all were small. The trade 
here seems do be unusually well fortified, es the prop- 
erty is held by strong parties, who are able te bear 
severe losses without wincing. In most eases they 
sold only because they were tired of the prospect of 
holding on.
